ROME, Sept. 18. 
(By 
M ail.)—To 
the Boy S couts of Italy has ju s t been 
entru sted th e nation-wide propaganda 
for reforestation. 
Results the boys may obtain prob­ 
ably will count as one of th e most ef­ 
fective services ever rendered to a 
s ta te by this organization, w hich has 
attained fully as g re at proportions in 
italy as it has in the United States. 
T he Boy Scouts of Italy, beginning 
a t once, will not only give th e ir own 
help in the actual work of reforesta­ 
tion, but will inculcate it as one of 
the cardinal principles of th eir organ­ 
ization. 
W hile reforestation long h a s been 
one of the vital problems facing Italy, 
it has become doubly im p ortan t as a 
result of th e past tw o y ears of war. 
Italy has no coal supply, an d h e r rail, 
ways, factories and industries gener­ 
ally are dependent upon coal fields of 
England and America. 
D ecreased im portation of coal caus­ 
ed by w ar created a coal sho rtage in 
Italy th a t w'as one of th e Im portant 
factors contributing to Italy’s military 
disaster la st 
fall. 
T he 
shortage, 
w’hich was a t its acutest poin t imme­ 
diately following th e Italian retreat, 
threaten ed to entail even still greater 
m ilitary disasters, an d to p re v en t this 
th e Italian G overnm ent h as recourse 
to its forests for sufficient fuel to keep 
th e railw ays and m unition factories 
going. 
Olive wood was chosen a s th e best 
wood fuel for railways, and hundreds 
of thousands of Italian 
olive 
trees 
have been cut down. 
B urn ing of the 
olive wood resulted in ru in of hun­ 
dreds of locom otives and b u rn in g of 
thousands of acres of crops along the 
railw ays, b ut it tided over th e situa­ 
tion until th e 
Allies 
a rra n g e d 
for 
larg er im portations. 
Italy still is receiving hu ndred s of 
thousands of tons of coal 
less 
than 
h e r m inim um needs, and as a conse­ 
quence sh e is obliged to con tin ue ob­ 
literation of h er fotests w ith th e cer­ 
tainty th a t in the end she m u s t suffer 
from it all of the evils th a t hav e been 
sustained in China, the U n ite d States 
aifd o th er countries by th e denuding 
of the forests. 
Every railway station in Italy is a 
cen te r of great deposits of firewood 
which Italy is holding fo r em ergen­ 
cies should her coal supply again be 
dim inished. 
H undreds of thousands 
of soldiers are cutting 
dow n 
wood 
aud hauling it to railw ay centers.

JUSTICE 


It us going to be hard for the Allies, 
in settling the fate of Germany, to 
steer a clear course betw een gener­ 
osity and revenge. 
Both are to be 
avoided 
because 
they 
would 
entail 
evils as great as those we seek to 
correct. 
Germ any is now whining Tor mercy, 
in the belief th at she can move the 
hearts of the Allies, especially the 
Americans, obtaining a modification of 
the arm istice 
term s and a 
milder 
peace treaty than she deserves. 
It is 
necessary to combat this effort by 
keeping 
continually 
in 
mind 
the 
enormity of the crimes th a t Germany 
has com m itted and the vast quantity 
of property 
she has ruthlessly de­ 
stroyed. and the necessity of making 
her meet her war obligations to the 
last pfennig in order that she may 
learn that w ar as a business does not 
pay. 


But we must no fall into the oppo­ 
site error, of which Lloyd-George— 
certainly no friend of G erm any—has 
given w arning in a recent speech. 


“ W hat are the conditions of peace?" 
he asks. 
And he ireplies: 
“They 
must lead to a settlement which will 
be fundam entally just. 
No settlem ent 
that 
contravenes 
the 
principle 
of 
eternal justice will be a perm anent 
one. 
The peace of 1871 imposed by 
Germany on France outraged all the 
principles of justice and fair play. 
Let us be warned by that example. 
“ We must not allow any sense of 
revenge, any spirit of greed, any grasp­ 
ing desire, to override the fundam en­ 
tal principles of righteousness. 
Vig­ 
orous attem pts will he made to hector 
and bully the government in an effort 
to make it depart from the strict 
principles of right and to satisfy some 
base, sordid, squalid idea of vengeance 
and of avarice.

I got some very valuable 
ideas in Santa Ana that will be rn*, 
ported by me to headquarters.” 
Needs Loyal Support. 
In his em phasis of the importance 
of the work of the Red Cross in the 
next two cr three years, Allen de­ 
clared that the call for loyal support 
of the organization is more urgent 
than ever. 
“The need is so great that it is be­ 
yond words to picture it,” said he, ad­ 
dressing 
a m eeting 
of departm ent 
chairm en. 
“W here there is suffering, 
there you will find the Red Cross. 
It 
will be the big factor in preventing 
starvation and suffering from cold, so 
far as within its power lies, this win­ 
ter and next winter. 
The work of 
looking after our soldiers is not over 
yet by a good deal, and they will be 
given the very best of attention. Hos­ 
pitals will be m aintained, and schools 
in which maimed men can be taught 
to earn their own living despite their 
handicaps are already, being conduct­ 
ed. 
But the big job is among the 
civilian population of Europe. 
“A survey of the noetic of Italy has 
just been finished, and probably be­ 
fore long we will get a call for used 
clothing for the Italians. 
Certainly 
the Italians deserve every considera­ 
tion. 
They have fought under great 
odds.
